cancer. 
In a co ngressio nal career that 
co v ered 35 y ears, first as a 
representativ e fro m the co rn* 
belt regio n o f his nativ e Pekin, 
111., and later as a senato r, 
Dirksen was o ne o f the mo st 
co lo rful and co ntro v ersial po liti­ 
cians o f his era. 
The tributes were immediate 
and deep. President Nix o n said 
“ He will be remembered as a 
giant in the histo ry o f Co ngress 
and as o ne who o n the great 
issues alway s placed the natio n 
first.” 


Univ ersally Lo v ei! 
Richard B. Russell, dean o f 
the Senate Demo crats, added:: 
“Few senato rs hav e been mo re

met at the airport bv our driver, Antonio, and our house on wheels 
for the nex t 24 weeks . . . our house for a four-night stay in Madrid 
is the Palace Hotel . . . beautiful, spacious guest rooms and the 
same applies to the public lounges, lobby, etc. . . . our house on 
wheels is a bus with seating capacity for approx imately 36 . . . fif­ 
teen in the group — so we have plenty of room to spread out . . . 
a 
delux e bus, stocked with beer, soft drinks and ice . . . an added 
bonus is air conditioning (which w ork s, music 
and rest room 


facilities. 
A mo rning to ur o f the city included the usual go v ernment 
buildings, churches, mo numents, parks, etc. . . . a difficult place 
to find y o ur way aro und . . . streets end at a circle with a fo un­ 
tain — two o r three different av enues jutting o ff in v ario us direc­ 
tio ns . . . the Capital since the 15 00’s, Madrid has a po pulatio n o f 
two millio n . . . rarely rains — and the winters are bitter co ld 
. . . it's the o nly city in the wo rld with a statue o f the dev il . . . 
called “ The Falien Angel” — it stands in the center o f the square 
bearing the sam e name. 
More than 90 per cent of the people live in apartm ents . . . most 
attractive — with flowers and plants on the balconies . . . the central 
post office looks like a cathedral — or a palace . . . one frequently 
sees little, withered old women, dressed in black from head to toe, 
begging on the streets — or perhaps, a mother, with a child in her 
arms, begging alms . . . it tugs at your heart — but we are told to 


ignore them.

So ccer is the co untry ’s natio nal gam e — and the Madrid Sta­ 
dium ho lds 141,000 peo ple . . . it’s thumbs do wTi o n Spanish cham­ 
pagne. Much to o sweet . . . but their v ario us nativ e wines are 
delicio us . . . hav e suggested to Ben T. that he fo rgo eating rice 
until we return ho me . . . it co st $3 a serv ing in Raima . . . guess 
that’s what they call .Spanish rice. 


Among the usual edibles we include “ stuffed bags” 
know' what is was — and perhaps best we didn’t ask . 
isn't too bad — but wouldn’t deliberately order it . . . squid, in its 
own juice is on the menus — but no enticement . . . had it once in 
Mex ico City — and reaction was not ladylike. 


The place to eat at the Palace is the Grill Room . . . had lunch 
there our first day — but decided the main dining room was the place 
to go at night . . . it was chaotic . . . horrible food . . . a regular 
Charlie Chaplin slap-stick comedy . . . plenty of Spanish 
chiefs run­ 
ning around in their swallow-tail coats — yak. yak, yaking — not 
knowing what they were doing or where they were going. 


A pleasant ex perience while sho pping . . . had bo ught sev eral 
articles at El Escudo de To ledo , just aro und the co m er fro m the 
ho tel . . . handed the salesman the amo unt we tho ught due . . . he 
grav ely co unted it o ut — lo o ked at m e and said, Seño ra, do n t 
ev er hand o v er mo ney until y o u a re to ld what y o u o we — ev ery ­ 
o ne is no t ho nest” — and he returned 3 06 pesta s . . . had also 
no ticed my glasses were bro ken — remo v ed them and repaired 
them in a few mo ments time. 


Friday, Aug. 29th . . . and w e’re on our way to Toledo for the 
day . . . as in all of Europe — noticed much building and construction 
— particularly high rise apartm ents . . . not a particularly pleasant 
or interesting drive — but worth it when one arrives at Toledo . . . 
passing through villages one sees children heavily laden with jugs 
getting water at the public fountain . . . housewives, will pails of 
water, sprinkling down the powdery dirt street in front of their 
houses . . . the scenery is barren desolation. 


To ledo is o ne o f the o ldest cities in Euro pe . . . it was the 
capital o f Spain when America was disco v ered . . . o nce had a 
po pulatio n o f 206 .000 — to day it has 6 0.000 inhabitants . . . has run­ 
ning water and electricity — but o therwise is remains the same a s 
centuries ago . . . the city is a natural fo rtress — built o n a co cky 
hill and surro unded by the Tagus riv er . . . it is a w’alled city — 
and we entered the gate o f the J ewish quarter. 


Streets so narrow7 the bus couldn’t be driven on them — so we 
walked . . . to the cathedral, begun in 1227 and completed in 1493

famous Spanish painter was a Greek —bom on the Isle of Crete . . . 
lived most of his life in Spain where he was given the nam e “ El 
Greco” — meaning, “ the Greek ” . . . saw his most famous painting. 
“The Burial of the Count of Orgaz,” at Santo Tome church. 
Went to the Sy nago gue — built in the 14th century — has the 
reputatio n o f being the mo st beautiful sy nago gue in Euro pe . . . 
J ews were ex pelled fro m Spain in 149 2 — and the building became 
a Christian church . . . to day , it is a museum . . . under pressure 
fro m J ews — the tile flo o r, under which many J ewish leaders 
are ento mbed, is no w co v ered with a heav y canv as ty pe rug . . . 
they resented hav ing Christians walking o n the bare flo o r which 
is a co v er fo r the final resting place o f their ho no red dead. 
Lunch in the patio of Hostel Cardenal — a charming spot — an 
oasis in the midst of the barren, brown dirt town of Toledo . . . an­ 
other typical European light lunch . . . tomato juice, an egg. cheese 
and asparagus dish — followed by veal, green pappers and potatoes 
. . . ice cream and fruit for dessert — and 
o f course, hard rolls and 
native wine. 
A newsy tid bit for you . . . I literally flipped for a gallant Span­ 
iard . . . during lunch — a bee attack ed me — and in trying to get 
away from it I flipped over backwards in my chair . . . w'asm hurt — 
not even my pride . . . a handsome Spanish waiter came to my 
rescue and set the chair — and me — upright . . . Ole! 
Fo llo wing lunch we v isited the To ledo steel facto ry where the 
haeutiful Danio scene jewelry , scisso rs, swo rds, cutlery , etc., are 
made . . . 23 and 24 -carat go ld is used in fashio ning this unique 
and wo rld famo us craft. 
Dinner in the evening at Casa Botin — Madrid’s oldest and 
best known restaurant, dating hack to 1725 . . . it is in the heart of 
old Madrid near Plaza Mayor, the city's main square . . . specializes 
in roast suckling pig and roast baby lamb . . . we had our first taste 
of Gazpacho — and it was delish! . . . it's a soup that I dream of 
trying to prepare upon our return home.

A child’s fall in the school­ 
yard or elsew here m ay result 
in dirt or cinders being ground 
into the skin. If the m oth e r or 
nurse fails to scrub the dirt out 
because of the child's s c re a m ­ 
ing, a tattoolik e sc ar m ay re ­ 
sult. This can prove e m ba rra s s ­ 
ing in later life, especially if 
the w'ound is on the face. 
Wounds of this kind 
should 
be cleaned thoroughly as soon 
after the accident as possible. 
If the procedure is very painful, 
it should be done under an a n­ 
esthetic 
by 
a 
surgeon. 
If al­ 
lowed to heal with the dirt still 
present, the only rem edy would 
be to replace that tattoo with 
a skin graft. 
Q—My son, 13, is overweight 
and tires very easily.

A college education does not neces­ 
sarily make a person more liberal in ra­ 
cial matters, but not going to college 
may make him less liberal. 
This is the conclusion of a study by 
Japanese-born Miwako Torita, a grad­ 
uate student at Kent State University in 
Kent, Ohio. 
“Before I came here, I believed that 
the United States practiced the principles 
of democracy, humanity and the Chris­ 
tian ethic,” she says, “Then I found out 
I was wrong — that prejudice, particular­ 
ly against Negroes, was strong iri this 
country. I wanted to find out why.’ 
For her m aster’s degree in sociology, 
she compared two groups of students at 
Kent State with two groups of non-stu­ 
dents of comparable age in Findlay, 
Ohio. 
She found little difference of opinion 
about Negroes between 18-year-old whites 
who intended to go to college and those 
who did not. But the opinions of the old­ 
er groups indicated that by the age of 
21, people who do not go to college have 
become significantly more prejudiced 
against Negroes than college seniors. 
The surprising thing is that a college 
education does not seem to make the dif­ 
ference. Rather, not going to college ap­ 
pears to be the deciding factor. 
“ College education does not make stu­ 
dents more tolerant toward Negroes,” 
she says, “ as much as noncollege life 
makes nonstudents less tolerant.”

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Ted Inv ites Rumo rs

Perhaps he was damned if he did, 
damned if he didn’t, but Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy has done it again. By allowing 
his lawyers to block the inquest in Edgar- 
town on the death of Mary Jo Kopechne, 
he has opened the sluice-gates of rumor. 
Once again, he is being accused of at­ 
tempting to conceal the facts of that ter­ 
rible night in which his car went into the 
water at Chappaquiddick, killing Mary 
Jo and drowning his political hopes. 
The lawyers will argue that in a legal 
contest, you use every means at your 
disposal to protect your client, and this 
is so in the more usual aspects of an ad­ 
versary proceeding. 
But Teddy Ken­ 
nedy’s problem was not to evade convic­ 
tion; he will never he tried for any crime. 
It was to restore public confidence in 
him, to tell the country that he was ready 
to answer any questions that would end 
the “ mystery” of Chappaquiddick. He 
has maneuvered himself into a position 
of evasion. 
If Justice Paul Reardon, of the Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court, rules, 
a month from now, that the Edgartown 
inquest cannot be held, he will not be 
protecting Sen. Kennedy from the over-* 
saturation of press interest that presum­ 
ably 
deprives 
him 
of 
Constitutional 
rights. He will he ex posing Ted Kennedy 
to a far greater over-saturation of public 
eyebrow lifting. For Justice Reardon, in 
holding to a literal reading of the law, 
misses the point completely. 
In strictly legalistic terms, it is true 
that the Edgartown inquest can prove 
nothing criminal about the circumstances 
of Miss Kopechne’s death other than what 
Sen. Kennedy has reluctantly admitted. 
In leaving the scene of the accident and 
not reporting it for 10 hours — or nine or 
11 _ he committed a misdemeanor for 
which he has been sentenced by the local 
court. No one suggests that it was any­ 
thing more than an accident, or that his 
delay in reporting the death conceals a 
criminal purpose. Not at all. 
But both the courts and the nation 
have a right to know why Sen. Kennedy 
chose to ex plain his conduct in a manner 
which was, to be very charitable, far 
from candid. 
His account of his actions on that ter­ 
rible nig ht (and those of his friends and 
advisers) has been seriously challenged, 
a nd since part of that account was given 
to the police there are valid grounds for 
in inquiry by the authorities. Even the

By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
oid Wall Street hands know 
that a bear is an animal given 
to secret thinking.

So is a bear 
market. And, by definition, 
we’re in one. 
THE DOW JONES Indus- 
trial Average touched a 1968- 
69 high (9 85) last Dec. 5. Then 
the market drifted lower and 
on July 29 closed at 801.96 
— down more than 183 points. 
Between May 14 and that 
date 
the 
market 
was 
up 
slightly in only 11 sessions on 
the New York Stock Ex change 
and down violently in most 
of the other 41 sessions. In 
just these 11 weeks, and on 
the New York Stock Ex change 
alone, 
the market 
dropped 
$135 billion. 
NOW, A BEAR market is 
not merely a bull market that 
goes down. Like the bear ani­ 
mal itself, it has a special, 
irascible and dangerous inter­ 
nal life of its own. 
Accordingly, 
worried 
mil­ 
lions among the estimated 25 
million 
investors 
in 
U.S. 
stocks are asking: When and 
how will the market again 
turn up? 
OLD WALL STREET hands 
are not without tested, im­ 
portant guidelines on this, be­ 
ginning with the fact that no 
living 
man knows, or can 
know, the start of the turn 
at the time of the turn or 
how' far the reverse trend will 
?o . 
Wars and the stock market 
have something in common. 
The change in the trend, in 
the market or an individual 
stock takes place long before 
it is apparent. Every new bull 
market starts like a rally in 
a bear 
market. 
Every new 
bear market — as last De­ 


cember — starts like a de­ 
cline in a bull market. And 
the rallies in a bear market 
are not like the dove from 
Noah’s Ark which signalled 
that the flood was over. 
THE 
STOCK 
MARKET 
moves on two laws that have 
never been repealed: the law 
of supply and demand and hu­ 
man nature. There is no such 
thing as "intrinsically” in the 
stock 
market. 
The 
market 
mirrors the hopes and fears 
of worldwide millions. And it 
is a fundamental fact, widely 
ignored, that prices are made 
by supply and demand, not 
values. 
Values change if conditions 
change, and the market is al­ 
ways anticipating the future, 
not reflecting the present. If 
the worldwide millions want 
money or bonds or anything 
more than stocks, or if uncer­ 
tainty grips them, the law of 
supply and demand overrides 
everything. And vice versa. 
SO-CALLED 
“selling 
cli­ 
max es” are a famous phe­ 
nomenon, but frequently they 
do not occur. Nobody has an 
automatic answer to success­ 
ful investing and any success 
in it over the long haul is enor 


years. But the 1969 market 
has had a heart attack and 
it will be impossible to cure 
this overnight. After such a 
break as we have had, an 
enormous 
blanket 
of stocks 
inevitably hangs over every 
market. A market which has 
had such a heart attack sel­ 
dom turns around and runs 
right up the stairs. 
STOCK MARKET prices us- 
ually adjust fairly accurately 
to the profit outlook. Ulti­ 
mately, 
prices 
respond 
to 
earnings, yields and prospects 
— but still only on a supply- 
and-demand basis. The blue- 
chip, bellwether stocks are re­ 


lated to confidence — the con­ 
fidence of 
sober investment 
money. Usually they do not 
advance until economic fun­ 
damentals seem less uncer­ 
tain on the discouraging side 
and have started to clarify 
enough to promise prolonged 
improvement. 
Nevertheless, for those who 
believe in harbingers, it is a 
fact that since World War II 
every major stock market de­ 
cline — 19 46, 19 53, 19 57, 19 60. 
19 62 and 1966 — has ended 
in September or October. Not 
one has ended later and none 
has ended earlier.

agriculture 
founders. The uphost is that 
many poor countries that once 
ex ported 
farm 
goods 
now 
must import food to feed their 
exploding populations. 
Mr. Malmgren argues that 
the U.S. needs “a more so­ 
phisticated diplomacy for ag­ 
riculture trade. . . . For ex ­ 
ample we should now watch 
the possibility of British entry 
into 
the 
Common 
Market 
closely, objecting to it if our 
commercial 
farm 
interests 
are affected adversely. . . . 
We should be far less tolerant 
of the abuses of the Common 
Market 
agricultural 
policy, 
but tailor our retribution so 
that it does not hurt other 
countries.” 
Down that road, of course, 
lies not less trade warfare but 
more. Maybe that’s what the 
world will come to, but farm­ 
ing’s future surely could and 
should be less gloomy. 
For years now, for instance, 
the U.S. farm price support 
setup has persuaded hundreds 
of thousands of Americans to 
cling to farms too small or 
too barren ever to be econom­ 
ic. Price supports are not 
enough to give them a satis­ 
factory living, and every year 
some of them give up and 
sell out. 
At the same time, the aver­ 
age farm continues to grow 
in size and becomes steadily 
more 
mechanized. 
The 
big, 
efficient farms get the lion’s 
share of the Federal benefits, 
though they really have little 
or no need for them. Yet the 
politicians cling to the idea 
that this system, so costly in 
human as well as material 
values, Is somehow saving 
something called the family 
farm. 
The mess has grown so 
deep that the Federal Govern­ 
ment, in all fairness, could 
ex tricate itself only over a pe­ 
riod of years. Some of the 
resources now wasted on the 
futile effort to manage agri­ 
culture could go to ease the 
adjustment of unneeded farm­ 
ers to more potentially re­ 
warding pursuits elsewhere in 
society. 
As farming became a rela­ 
tively freer field, modern ag- 
r i c u 11 u r a 1 methods could 
make U.S. farm goods more 
competitive in world markets 
— without the need for pres­ 
ent subsidies. The U.S. might 
even# set an ex ample that 
European and other nations 
eventually would follow. 
Agriculture is vital to any 
country, rich or poor. It’s 
much too important, in fact, 
for its future to be forever 
enmeshed in politics.

The flood-out 
technique has a bulldozing as­ 
pect to it. 
THE DEMOCRATIC gover- 
nors, for the most part, fear 
that such domination by dedi­ 
cated pursuers of causes is 
ex actly what the party’s arch 
liberals want from “reform.” 
From this follows their con­ 
viction that no genuinely bal­ 
anced proposals of reform will 
really satisfy the doctrinaire 
types or bring them back into 
a unified party fold.

WASHINGTON (AP) — They 
said his heart, which failed him 
in the end, was twice the size it 
shou ld hav e b een when E v erett 
M cKinley Dirksen died. I cou ld 
hav e told the doctor that y ears 
ago. 


“ Old E v ,” as he was called 
arou nd the Senate P ress Gal­ 
lery , was a glam orou s, gallant 
and gu tsy p olitician. He was 
also at tim es an inconsistent, 
com p rom ising and often seem ­ 
ingly m u ddle-headed senator. 


Bu t he was p u re hu m an b eing, 
with all of his failings and falla­ 
cies, his triu m p hs and his v icto­ 
ries. If he was y ou r friend, as 
he was m ine and thou sands of 
others, the relationship su rv iv ed 
throu gh any ab rasion. 


He w as a realist who seldom 
kidded him self or others ab ou t 
the facts. If Ev D irksen, as the 
Senate Rep u b lican leader, told 
y ou that “ we’v e got the v otes” 
on a certain issu e it was wise to 
b eliev e it. When he said months 
ago that the Senate wou ld ap ­ 
p rov e President Nix on’s missile 
defense p rogram , I b eliev ed. 


D irksen’s fav orite ex p ression 
when I asked him how he had 
p rodu ced 
enou gh 
Rep u b lican 
v otes to p ass som e v itally im ­ 
p ortant m easu re that otherwise 
wou ld 
hav e 
b een 
defeated, 
u su ally was “ I know' where the 
b odies are b u ried.” And indeed 
he did. He disp ensed fav ors and 
rem em b ered p eccadilloes when 
he needed the v otes from p arty 
colleagu es. 


D irksen 
enjoy ed 
b eing 
the 
friend 
of 
p residents. 
He 
ad­ 
m ired John F. Kennedy and he 
lov ed Ly ndon B. Johnson, who 
talked the sam e p olitical lan­ 
gu age. 


“ Old Ly ndon,” he wou ld often 
say , “ is in a tight sp ot and I’m 
going to help him ou t. Besides, 
he's right and those dam n fool 
lib erals are wrong as u su al.” 
This attitu de m ade him one of 
Johnson’s stau nchest su p p orters 
in Vietnam w ar p olicies. 


Fellow 
Rep u b licans 
often 
com p lained 
they 
didn’t 
know 
ju st w here Dirksen stood. Y ears 
ago A rthu r Vandenb erg told me 
w ith som e elation that in a ser­ 
ies of conferences he had b een 
ab le to conv ert D irksen, then a 
m em b er of the Hou se, to inter­ 
nationalism . 


“ W atch 
that 
y ou ng 
fellow, 
he’s going p laces,” Vandenb erg 
said. Within six m onths the Chi­ 
cago Trib u ne and the isolation­ 
ists had Dirksen b ack in their 
ranks. 


Underly ing all D irksen’s com­ 
p lex p olitical facade was the 
m an himself. He nev er cringed 
b efore 
an u np op u lar issu e. 
He 
w as u ndeniab ly cranky with crit­ 
ics whom he classified as “ gal­ 
oots.” 
Bu t 
he 
ex cu sed 
ev en 
them , with the p hilosop hy that if 
y ou ’re in p olitics y ou hav e to ex ­ 
p ect any thing. 
He was likeab le, 
kind, gentle, 
p atient 
and 
only 
sp u riou sly 
w rathfu l when arou sed. Those 
he 
denou nced on 
the 
Senate 
floor u su ally fou nd them selv es 
inv ited to hav e a q u iet drink in 
the b ack room of his Cap itol 
q u arters later. 
P erhap s he w as v aingloriou s 
in his liking for p u b licity . He 
b ragged that his “ G allant Men” 
recording of A m erican histori­ 
cal b ackgrou nd sold in the gold 
record class. He lap p ed u p tele­ 
v ision ap p earances. He tossed 
his gray cu rls and p ressed the 
p edals of his organ v oice in Sen­ 
ate ap p earances.

“ What strange dou b ts assail 
this tim id generation of today as 
it b eholds the challenges to b oth 
lib erty and eq u ality ,” he said 
once at G etty sb u rg on the 98th 
anniv ersary 
of 
Lincoln’s 
ad­ 
dress. 
“ We seem b eset with fear not 
faith, with dou b t not confidence, 
with com p rom ise not conv iction, 
with dism ay not dedication. We 
are drenched with the literatu re 
of fear and dou b t. » Su rv iv al has 
b ecom e the main them e.” 
E arly in the Eisenhow er ad­ 
m inistration, Adlai Stev enson— 
the p residential 
candidate de­ 
feated in 1952—called the ad­ 
m inistration “ d reary .” 
Dirksen cou ntered with: 
“ Qu ite often Adlai has a sense 
of fitness in selecting his adjec­ 
tiv es. D reary is the word. It is
